Overturning of Geokas Transfer 
Mocks 18-Month Investigation 


Beginning in 1975 when DFT. Edmund Jung, a 25-year em- 
bloyee with the VA, first filed charges of racial discrimina= 
tion against DI. Michael Geokas, the Chinese American com- 
munity and many others in the medical community，have 


watched Dr Ceokas warily. 
Over a Six-year period，DrT. 


Jung persevered in his case， 


Successfully fighting appeals from Dr.:Geokas and going to 
higher coOUrts Last year，in federal court，DT. Geokas and 
the VA were found guilty of nine acts of discrimination. 
Subsequent complaints filed last year by VA physicians 
in Martinez prompted an 18-month investigation, with hear- 
ings，by an independent panel of VA doctors,，Last April， 
the VA regional counsel in SF had recommended that Dr. 
Geokas be terminated based on“demonstrated inaptitude， 


inefficiency and misconduct.2” 


Following a hearing requested by Dr. Geokas, and consi- 
dering the findings of the extensive VA investigation,， the 
VA chief medical officer ultimately ordered that Dr.Geokas 
be transferred to a smaller hospital in Livermore. 

However，despite the discrimination rulings against DT. 
Geokas, and despite the careful investigation which led to 


the order that Dr. Geokas be 


transferred, the outgoing ad- 


ministrator at the VA, Robert Nimmo, has decided that Dr. 
Geokas should remain in his post, and receive only a letter 
of admonishment in his personnel file. 

Nimmo's action mocks the long and careful search for a 
just resolution to this case, and it casts a daifk Shadow on 
the government's commitment to promote non-discrimina- 
tory Practices among its woOrkforce.

_Supreme Court Rules on 
Aliens Returning to US 


WASHINGTON The 
Supreme Court last Monday held 
that ,a resident alien who leaves 
the country for a brief time and 
then tries to Teturn is not entitled 
to full procedural protections 
Such as those available to persomns 
threatened with deportation. In- 
stead the returning immigrant cam 
avail hinself only of the less strin- 
gent“exclusion hearing.?” 

The Justice Department has 
appealed - a Court of Appeals 
ruling that an alien whose right to 
Ie-enter the states is iD doubt 
Imust first be admitted and then 
given a deportation hearing. 

VICTIORY 

The process includes extensive 
appeal rights and would，the fe- 
deral government argued，Ppermit 
aliens to flee and avoid deporta- 
tion altogether. 

While the ruling is viewed as 3

court s opinion, written by Justice 


Sandra Day O?Connor，did state

The governor signed into law 
last August a_ bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Pat Johnston of 
Stockton. That law allows for 
reimbursement of Japanese 
Americans discharged from state 
employment during the war years 
of 1942 through 1947.

SURVEY 

Two weeks before an area is 
Scheduled for reconstruction， 
traps and two-pound poison bait 
blocks are Deing set in the sewer 
system,，according to Al Chinn， 
senior ”environmental health 
jinspector and one of those con- 
nected with the program 

“We amniticipate that we'll be 
able to eliminate the problem 
before it arises,” predicted Chinn， 

Chinn dismissed the common 
notion that Chinatown has a 
particularly bad rat problem. 

“Whenever people think of 
Chinatown，they always think of 
rats,， he said.“But this just isn't 
true. Our rodent survey teams

There has been little attempt 
made to inform the areas around 
the reconstruction areas that the 
rats Iay become a problem.

“Sanitation is the best way to 
deal with rats,”said Lewis.“Rats 
are interested in food，including 
garbage，and the best way to 
avoid rats is to keep food put away 
and to properly bag and dispose of 
garbage,” he said， After sanita- 
tion; plugging holes，traps and 
poaisons are also effective ways of 
eliminating rats， 

FEood contamination caused by

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Confab Discusses New 
Job Training Act

BURLINGAME 一 The Nation- 
al Alliance of Businessmen (NAB) 
recently sponsored a statewide 
conference on -the Job Training 
Partnership Act of 1982;，the new 
legislation that will soon replace 
the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA). 

The new law gives states an 
active role `in the allocation of 
monies，with the_ private sector 
pioviding major input and leader- 
ship. 

PIC 

Under the coordination of the 
local Private Industry Council， 
business， government，commun- 
ity，labor，educational and econ- 
omic development groups will 
share responsibility for manage- 
ment and development of the 
program ， 

The job training bill focuses on 
the economically disadvantaged 
and long-termed unemployed. 
“Eorty percent of the funds will be 
for youths between 16 to 21,”said 
Tom Lindsley，Legislative and 
Regulatory Affairs Manager for 
NAB， 


The new law also gives special 
consideration to school droponuts， 
welfare clients，and persons Te- 
ceiving Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children (AFEDC). Addi- 
tional targeted groups include 
displaced workers，Yveterans，ex- 
offenders, and migrant workers， 


Zone of the legislators most 
controversial provisions allows 
Private businesses receivingfederal 
contracts to fulfill their affirma- 
tive action obligations through 
their involvement in the new job 
Program， 

DIFFERENCES 

The confterence attendees Taised 
crucial issues，the foremost being 
the differences between the Profit- 
making goals of private industry 
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and the social service orientation 
of government and community 
agencies. It may be difficult :to 
convince corporations to train and 
hire indqividuals who have been 
long-termed unemployed or on 
welfare, they asserted. 

Confusion as to who is really in 
charge became another issue. The 
governor's office can approve or 
disapprove the local plan，but 
appeals can be made to Washin- 
ton, D.C. The local Prime sponsor 
prepares the general proposal, but 
it must be in agreement with the 
local Private Industry Council.

Conference members also 
expressed concern whether private 
businesses would be willing to

Others posed questions about 
the composition of the PIC and its 
procedures for selection of new 
members. Inquiries regarding 
disciplinary problems， contrac- 
tual relationships, and hiring com- 
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mitments also arose during the 
two-day meeting. 
NEW LIFE 

The Job Training Parntership 
Act of 1982 will attempt to avoid 
the ,mistakes of its Predecessors， 
including CETA.“Itll be a second 
chance,”declared Pierce Quinalan， 
NAB national vice-president from 
Washington, DC， 

The impending arrival of new 
federal dollars for job training 
could breathe mew life into com- 
munity-based training DPIograms 
that have experienced severe 
reductions or even terminations of 
their past CETA programs. 

Several Asian groups in San 
Erancisco operate CETA-funded 
programs, including Self-Help for 
the Elderly，American Cooks 
School, Chinatown Resources and 
Development Center and Asian 
Neighborhood Design.

Reports on SF 
Pharmacy Prices 


SAN FRANCISCO- 一 Con- 
sumer Action; .a non-profit con- 
suImer rights organization，Te- 
cently completed a study of pre-. 
Scription drug prices in SFE，and 
has translated the report into 
Chinese and Spanish . 

The report includes informa- 
tion on hours，delivery services， 
Medi-Cal and credit cards accep- 
tance，as well as prices on such 
drugs as Hydrodiuril，Tylenol 
with Codeine，Elavil and:the 
generic substitute -for each of 
them; and Tagamet and Motrin , 

All generic drugs are less 
expensive than the brand-name 
drug (under California law). The 
report found that the generic drug 
can be less than one-half the cost 
of the brand-name drug. 

Survey forms were sent to the 
162 pharmacies in the city; 48 did 
not respond，Within the China- 
town/North Beach area，the 
grOup received completed forms 
from 15 pharmacies; 11 did not 
return the survey form. Consumer 
Action has filed complaints with 
the State Board of Pharmacy 
against the pharmacies which did 
not respond . 

PHONE， 

The report found that Prices for 
the same drug can vary by as 
much as 600 兄 around the city， 
and by as much as 300% in the 
same neighborhood. 

“We urge consumers to com- 
pare drug prices by phone. State 
law requires Pharmacists to give 
OUT Priice information Over the 
phone，in person，and by mail，… 
Said project director Ken MeE1- 
downey， 

“We found that many indepen- 
dent pharmacies have Prices com- 
petitive with 一 and even lower 
than 一 those of discount stores-. 


: We also discovered that in many 


cases consumers can get competi- 


tive Prices 一 and many phar- 
macy services 一 without leaving 
their neighborhoods,” reported 


assistant Project director Judith 
Bell. 

The study also found that many 
pharmacies giving 10 色 senior 
discount prices that are more than 
10 匈 higher than the average

“Family planning in China says 
a family can have only one child， 
but I donft know how they can 
achieve it,”commented Kay Lam， 
ahealth educator for Chinatown/ 
Northbeach Family Planning Ser- 
Vices， 

HARD 

Lam，who had served as an obste- 
tricianygynecologist in China be- 
fore her arrival in San Francisco 
three years ago0，discussed some of 
the reasons which discourage 
families from having more than 
the one presceribed child. 

“In China, 让 you want to buy 
rice，oil or milk，or just enough 
food, it is hard to have more than 
one child.. .If you belong to a 
factory or agency，you must get 
their agreement to _ Use 本 
clinics for more than one child. 

“It is hard to get more than ome 
kid to go to school or a hospital. 
You could (even) lose your job 
Lam explained. 

A_ recent article in the 瑟 ebpei 
Daily from Northern China re- 


cently reported that the Chinese 


Communist Party had kicked out 
one .of its _ members because she 
had insisted-upon having her 
fourth_ child，Her first three 
children had all been girls. 


Since the government instituted 


its controls in 1971，about 100 - 


million couples now use some type 
of contraceptive method，and 12 
million couples have forinally 


pledged to have no more than one- 


child，according to an article im 
the New YorK Ti7mes. 
REMARKABLE 

Despite what the'dqirector of the 
State Family Planning Com- 
mission，Qian Xinzhong，termed 
as “Temarkable progress” in keep- 
ing the growth rate down，the 
enumeration showed 5 million 
more people in_ China than had 
been expected. 

The Tizes ITeported 
Specialists attribute the discrepan- 
cy to previous statistical erroT 
more than an upsurge in- births， 
During the interim years between 
this last count and the prior 
nationwide cournt conducted in 
1964, population estimates had 
been based only on police registra- 
tion of households，including 
births and deaths. 


The predicted increase appears 


to be due in part to China's baby 
boom of the 1950's and 1960's. 
The youngsters born during those 
years are now of an age to marry 
and have their own children 
Improved health care and better 
living standards have also reduced 
the mortality rate from the 1964 
figure of 1.15% to only 0.64 双 记 
1981. 

One ITeport out of Beijing 
indicated that some rural families 
may have begun to practice infan- 
ticide on baby girls because of 
China's strict birth control policy.

Members of the ACSs China- 
town Advisory Committee，con- 
Sisting of volunteers who work to 
promote awWareness of cancer 
among Chinese, feel that the large 
Chinese population in the Bay 


Area merits attention in a study 


that surveys people from all walks 
of life. 
FACTORS， 
“I think the study should 


ipclude people of all races，and 


not just Caucasians,” .said 也 ucy 
Lui，chairperson of the Advisory 
Committee,“especially since it is 
looking ipto qiet and lifestyle. The 
diet, lifestyle, and habit of Asians， 
which are qifferent from those of 
Caucasians，can provide valuable 
data for the study.”Thestudyseeks 
to _ determine which factors do or 
don't affect the risk of getting 
cancer， 


The plan of the study is to enroll 
more than one million persons and 
to follow them for six years. In the 
first phase，participants are asked 
to fill out a questionnaire which 
asks for information on personal 
Imedical history，cancer history in 
the family，smoking -habits，diet， 
occupation, and intake of medica- 


:tion and vitamins. The question- 


naijres for Women are slightly dif- 
ferent from those for men and 
contain additional questions of 
menstruation，Ppregnancy，and 
birth_ control. After the initial 
questionnaire，follow-uP surveys 
will be carried out every other 
year for the next siX years， 


“于 a person dies during this 
Six-year period，we will locate the 
death records and try to find out 
the death cause,”explained Ron 
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The advisory group for the Cancer Society's plan to include 
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Feldman，director of the SF un 
of the American Cancer. Society. 
“We will then correlate the cause 
with what we know about the 
Person's diet，lifestyle，and other 
factors.”In a retrospective study， 
a deceased person'Ss lifestyle and 
habits must be researched“after 
the fact,”which is often difficujlt, 
PURPOSE 

The inclusion of people who 
speak and read only Chinese in the 
study adds some technical diffi- 
culties: data in Chinese cannot be 
fed into a comPputer， 


“We have to translate the ques- 
tionnaire into Chinese,saidq Lynn 
Fang, a social worker at Self Help 


for the Eldqerly who volunteers to ， 


Work on this cancer study.“Then 
We_ have to transfer the responses 
back to the English version。 
Getting people to respond to the 
questionnaire is another problem , 
“Some Chinese dont under- 


stand the purpose of the study， 
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and we have to explain :it to 
them,”Fang explained, “Unlike 
most Caucasians，sSome Chinese 
don't care. Others think that the 
questionnaire is asking for too 
much information.” 

Yee Ling Fong，of the Chinese 
Congregational Church，also 
faced some problems trying to get 
people to partcipate in the study、. 
She pointed out that a lot of 
Chinese “have a fear of diseases 
and they would rather not talk 
about them. The information 
We Seek is very personal, and most 
people, especially the older ones， 
are reluctant to give it out,”she 
noted. 

RESPONSE 

Unfortunately, she and other 


Volunteer Tesearchers will be 


dealing mainly with older people， 
Thestudy is aimed at people over 
30, and only those in families with 
someone older than 45 year of age. 

Joyce Wong,， another volunteer 
who normally works at the

Asian Americans WeIe not 
actively sought out in the first 
cancer study. As a result， 
members of the Chinatown 
Advisory Committee believe that 
they may not have been 
adequately represented, The push 
to get a particular minority group 
included in such a study is not just 
for the sake of purely propor- 
tional representation，Certain 
cancers are known to be especially 
Prevalent among some minority 
groups. 

Chinese are particularly suscep- 
tible to _ nasopharyngeal cancer， 
and the_ exceptionally high num- 
ber of Cantohese males getting 
this disease has earned it the 
nickname “Canton cancer.”A 
study by the National Cancer 
Institute showed that 13.5 times as 
many Chinese males as white 
males died of nasopharyngeal 
cancer in the San Franciso/Oak- 
land area between 1973 and 1977. 
The corresponding mortality rate 
of Chinese females is lower，bnut 
still 11.5 times that of their white 
counterparts. 

SITE 

Liver cancer-is another ailment 
Imore common among Asians than 
whites，Stomach cancer is par- 
ticularly prevalent among Japan- 
ese， 

“The susceptibility to cancer 
really depends a lot on the site (of 
the cancer) and the particular 
minority group,”explainedq Elsa 
Young. “There are many things 
we dont know, and that's why we 
havethe study,” 

The results of the study will not 
be out for another six to tenm years ;

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Jesuit Matteo Ricci Stressed 
Scholarship in China Mission

Four hundred years ago， 
Matteo Ricci, S.J. became the first 
modern Westerner permitted to 
live in China. His arrival in 1583 
inaugurated an intellectual 
dialogue between the Jesuits and 
China's scholar official class 
concerning philosophy，morality， 
and_ science 一 a dialogue that 
ended China's isolationism , 

Ricci's goal and that of his 
SuccessorS，Was to develop a 
genuine Chinese Christianity that 
would incorporate and build on 
Chinese custom;i especially Con- 
fucianism ， 

ALTERNATIVES 

Their procedure of using 
Scholarship and learning as 8 
magnet was determined by Ricci 
more than any other _ individual 
and represents，as the German 
historian,， Wolfgang Reinhard， 
Writes, “one of the few alterna- 
tives to the otherwise brutal 
ethriocentrism of the 下 uropean ex- 
pansion over the earth.” 

Ricci composed works in Chi- 
nese on various subjects 一 
mathematics，apologetics，litera- 
ture, Popular catechetics 一 over a 
period of 20 years. Several of these 
volumes were Small masterpieces 
in content and style， 

In his book，Gemeratiom of 
Giant，GCeorge H， Dunne，S. 丁 .， 
WwWTites : 

“In 1595,， "as an exercise in 
Chinese jletters ， Ricci com- 
posed a small treatise on Friend- 
ship (Chiao-yu lun). ..on the five 
human relations” which formed a 
central feature of Confucian 
moral doctrine. It was the first of 
a series of works which were to 
Spread his fame into every corner 
of the empire，Ricei had estab- 
lished a warm friendship with the 
two princes of the imperial fam- 
ily resident in Nanchang. To one 
of them，Prince Chien-an，he 
dedicated his essay on friendship.” 

Three hundred years after he 
had written 让 ，in 1914，Riccis 
treatise on friendship，was pub- 
lished，serially，in the Chinese 
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newspaper，Shenchot jin-pao. 
了 PORTUGALIZING- 

In 1534，the center of the 
Catholic Church in Asia was 
established in Coa, the Portuguese 
capital of the Eastern empire，It 
Was the seat of the first Catholic 
bishop who had jurisdqiction over 
the whole Far Eastern Asia，and 
remained the center of authority 
for the church in the Far East for 
nearly 300 years. 

There were 36 Italian Jesuits in 
the Catholic mission to China 
which was under the Portuguese, 
The spirited invasions of China 
originated from the Porttguese 
settlement at Macao where the 
Jesuit house was under the 
authority of the Portuguese in 
Goa， The Jesuit in charge was 
Alessandro Valignano who was 
appointed Jesuit visitor to the 
Indies in 1573， 

The policy that prevailed in the 
Church's mission in China stressed 
the imposition of 了 uropean 
culture on the people of the Far 
East, For example, in Macao, the 
Chinese converts were required to 
take Portuguese names，WwWear 
Portuguese clothes，and adopt 
Portuguese customs， This policy 
became known as “portugalizipng” 
COnVerts， 

Members of the newly founded 
order of the Society of Jesus 
realized the errors of Europeanism 
and became innovators by renew- 
ing the authentic character of the 
world mission of Christianity. 
They attempted to restore the 
genuine ideal of Christianity as 
the leaven of the world and 
revived methods of cultural aqap- 
tation which played a prominent 
part in the early centuries of 
Christian expansion， 


CULTURAL 

The first step toward the 
cultural penetration of China 
occurred when Valignano asked 
the Jesuit provincial at Goa to 
send him the Italian Bernadino de 
FEerraris because the Jesuits at 
Macao were too deeply imbued 
with the spirit of 了 uropeanism .

When Ruggieri arrived in 
Macao，Valignano had sailed to 
Japan， However，Valignano had 
left orders for Ruggieri to learn to 
read, write and speak Chinese， 

It was Ruggieri who brought 
the young Jesuit priest Matteo 
Ricci to Chaochin on September 
10, 1583. Here, they were granted 
permission to build a house and 
church by the new viceroy，whose 
friendship Ruggieri had won, On 
the property given to them by the 
viceroy，they built the first 
Christian establishment in the 
interior of China，opening UP 3 
new phase in missionary work. 

Ricci was almost 31 years old 
when this happened，Before his 
death 27 years later he would 
write in his journals from 1583 to 
1610 some of the-most glowing 
chapters in the history of cultural 
relations and the Jesuit missionary 
enterprise in the hermetically 
sealed Middle Kingdom 


By confronting the Chinese 
intellectual aristocTracy on its OwD 
level of ljanguage，social customs， 
and superior talent，Ricci and his 
fellow Jesuits established a reputa- 
tion as Scientists of astonishing 
versatility. 了 Through their demon- 
strations of sundials，clocks，and 
Venetian prisms and their exhibi- 
tions of paintings, engravings, and 
European books, they attracted a 
steady stream of Chinese intellec- 
tuals，Ricci himself was a superb 
cartographer and mathematician. 

AUTONOMY 

The Chinese were: proud of 
their advanced culture and intel- 
jectual development, and were 
firmly convinced of their super- 
iority over all other countries of 
the world. On their maps，the 
“Middle Kingdom”… was shown as 
covering by far the largest part of 
the earth 

While respecting thbis position， 
Ricci and his fellow Jesuits pro- 


ceeded with caution, keeping their 


true Purpose a secret, If they were 
iasked what brought them to 
China, they replied that the fame 
of Chinese institutions and the 
lwisdom and high moral develop- 
ment of the Chinese attracted 
them. The Jesuits wore Chinese

Claudio Aquaviva, the general of 
the society，mnot to _disturb these 
decisions. In addition，he ordered 
abandonment of the policy of 
portugalizing converts, "stated 
Father Dunne，addqing, “Chinese 
Christians were to .Temain 
Chinese. Instead of portugalizing 
them，the missionaries were 
Sinicize' themselves,” 

When Ricci first came to 
Canton，he dressed like a bonze， 
or Buddhbist priest, and took on the 
name of Li Ma-tou. His life-style 
was that of a bonze，begging for 
alms before Buddhist temples, and 
discussing the doctrines of Buddha 
to gain the people's confidence. 


LABORATORY 

On this occasion, he impressed a 
mandarin with bis knowledge of 
astronomy and mathematics. 
“Your knowledge,” said the 
mandarin, “has profoundly as- 
tonished me. My advice to you is 
that you give Up youTr present 
mode of life and bring your 
knowledge to our men of learning， 
Who will receive you with honor.” 


Ricci decided to follow this 


advice and exchanged the cowl of 


aBuddhist priest for the ceremon- . 


ial square bonnet and silken robe 
of a Chinese mandarin. He trans- 
formed his living room into a 
laboratory of instruments used in 
the study of mathematics,， physics， 
astronomy and all kinds of horo- 
logical instruments such as 
gauges and compassed, It was not 
]ong before the house of the “Holy 
Doctor Li” was besieged by Chin- 
nese scholars and intellectuals who 
came to see the learned man from 
abroad with his large collection of 
strange articles. 

One day while visiting Ricci， 
the mandarins were shocked to 
learn from a map of the world 
hanging on the wall of his room 
that the“Middle Kingdom” ap- 
peared as a small country，SsSuUrI- 
rounded by great empies_ con- 
stituting the larger part of the 
earth 

When Doctor Li told them the 
map of the world was drawn true 
to scale, the mandarins schal- 
lenged him，VWhen he proved the 
map's accuracy with horological 
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instruments and other scientific 
devices made in Europe, the Chi- 
nese mandarins became convinced 
that the Europeans were at least 
the equals of the Chinese in 
technical knowledge. 

In point of fact，Ricci records in 
his journals,“This land Possesses 
few instruments for measuring 
time. . .and those which theyhave ， 
fallen far short of the perfection of 
our instruments，and are subject 
to many errors, and are inaccurate 
in the -measurement of time. 
Concerning sundials，they know 
that these take their name from 
the equator but they have not 
learned how to set them up with 
relation to the variations of lati- 


tude.”

Geeded to speak of matters of the 


faith, When he casually reminded 
them that many of the Chinese 
customs were similar to _ those ob- 
served by the Christians, the man- 
darins urged him to teli them 
more about European religion and 
Customs， 

Ricci was well versed in the 
three religious sects of the Chi- 
nese. In describijing Confucianism; 
Ricci，in his journal，writes， 
“Erom the very beginning of their 
history it is recorded in their 
writings that they recognized and 
worshipped one supreme being 
whom they called the King of 
Heaven，oOr designated by some 
other name indicating his rule of 
heaven and earth.” 

He recounts how the writings of 
the jliterati，the followers of 
Confucius，explain at length the 
second precept of charity: “Do 
not qdqo unto others what you 
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would not WwWish others to do unto 
you，

Buddhism，Ricci states,“In' some 
Tespect profane rites resemble ou 
Own ecclesiastical ceremonies，as 
for instance their recitation in 
chant which hardly differs from 
ouUr Own Cregorian.

Escorted by two mandarins， 
Doctor .Li was. presented to the 
emperor，who commanded him 
to set the_ clock， With all due 
veneration，Doctor Li got the 
clock ticking away again,， mtch to 
the wonderment and delight of 
the emperor， When the _ clock 


stopped on three successive days,，， 


the emperor wanted an explana- 
tion， Ricci thereupon expounded 


-on the construction of the 


Imechanism，mathematics，amnd as- 
trology. So impressed was the 
emperor that he invited' Ricci and 
his associates to' the palace to 
instrucet his favorite son in the 
mathermatical sciences and ethics， 

The ministers also invited 
Doctor Li to :visit them，and 
Sought his regular instruction ip 
the mathematical sciences and 
ethbics. Thereafter，many baptism 
occurred at the court in Beijing. 

Over 300 Christian bells 
tolled when Ricci died，and the 
emperor prIovided a large plot of 
land for Ricci's burial. 

The new fathers who succeeded 
Doctor Li were likewise held in 
high respect at the court and their 
advice was sought in many 
matters of state. 

In 1980，the China News 
Agency reported that the People's 
Republic of China had renovated 
the tomb of Matteo Ricci，the 
pioneer sixteenth-century Jesuit 
missionary. Located inside of 
what was a Communist Party 
School in Peking and neglected for 
at least 30 years，the tomb was 
repaired on orders of the central

grams,， on weekends and weekdqay 
mornings and afternoons. 

Entitled “Representations of 
Life on Children's Television,”the 
Study focused on three areas 一 Sex 
roles，minority .portrayals and 
family life 一 as presented in 
children's programs， 

In the section on minority 
Tepresentation，Barcus concluded 
that there is a “lack of recognition 
of all ethnic minorities.”Of the 
1145 characters appearing in the 
study sample，only 42 (3.7 色 ) 
were Black even though Blacks 
constitute 14% of the US popu- 
lation，according to the 1980 
Census， 

Only 35 (3.1 色 ) of the charac- 
ters were Hispanic (Spanish-origin 
Persons coiprise 7.7% of the

Barcus also analyzed the roles 
portrayed by _ ethnic minorities， 
According to his report, “in hero 
and villain roles, black ethnics are 
more often seen as heroes (4.5% of 
all heroes) than as villains (1.1 多 
of villains)，but their proportions 
in both roles are low.， Other 
ethnics are more often cast as 
villains.”The project found that 
other ethnic minorities portray 
2.7% of the hero roles; 12.6% of 
all villain parts:， 

Black and other minorities are 
also less frequently portrayed as 
employed :than are white charac- 
ters. Over fifty-two percent of all 
white characters had jobs while 
only 36.6% of Black characters 
and 34.0% other ethnic minor- 
ities worked. 

The report went on to comment 
that “cartoon comedy Programs 
contain the most blatant ethnic 
Stereotypes. . .These Programs 
also avoid the portrayal of black 
characters and frequently provide 
cruel stereotypes of other ethnic 
minorities.” The group found that 
cartoons amount to nearly half of 
all children's television time，

To _ put 让 mildly，the lecture 
given by Truman Capote at the 
Herbst Theatre last Wednesday 
(11/10) was a scandal. Five 
minutes _ after the author of 7m 
Cold Blood started to slur his way 
through A Days Work, one of the 
short _ stories in his latest book， 
Mtusic for Chameleons，members 
of the audience began to flee. 

By the time it was finished a 
little over an hour later，at least 
onethirdhad left， 


INCOHERENT 

Capote appeared to be' either 
under the influence of drugs or 
alcohol 一 it was reported that he 
had been ill and had been sedated 
by a doctor during the day， 
Balancing himself with one arm 
on the podium，he gave a deep 
bow, then proceeded with a brief 
and almost incoherent introduc- 
tion before the reading. 

Words were uttered with diffi- 


culty，sentences Were left unfini- 
ished，and the prayers， 计 there 


indeed were any，were Unan- 
swered. But Capote managed to 
finish. the whole story 一 "at Some 
points he showed signs of passing 
out cold，pausing in mid-sen- 
tences for long periods of time 一 
and was led off-stage without 
further incidents. 


It was not only stunning bnut 
also sad for the audiemce to find 
their beloved writer in this state， 
He could and should have can- 
celled, and it was a mystery why 
he was allowed to appear， 

The angryones in the audience， 
feeling they had been ripped off， 
speculated that Capote did it for 
the money. But in fact he received 
no fees for his appearance， So 让 
could only be stubbornness that 
kept him going. 

CRISP 

The Capote lecture was part of 

the _ second annual Literary Lec- 


ture Series organized by the 
Friends of the San Francisco 
Public Library. Two weeks before 
this，the same organization Pre- 
sented Quentin Crisp . 

The 74-year-old writer is most 
famous for his wit，and his lecture 
at Herbst was a truly enjoyable

Known in this country mainly 
through the television film The 
Naked Civil Servant,” which is 
based on his autobiography of the 
same narme, Crisp，in his discreet- 
ly charming English manners， 
shed light on life-styles，manners;

The program put up by the 
Demon Drummers and Dancers of 
Sado at the Zellerbach Auditor- 
ium on Nov. 2 consisted of very 
little dancing，but it did feature 
some stunning performances. 

The drummers, trained on an 
island located in the Japan Sea， 
are highly skillful and super-hu- 
manly energetic.

The lastpart of the dance, titled

graceful movements， 

It was a display of Graham's 
fundamental techniques， an 
alphabetical breakdown of her

WASHINGTON 一 In an at- 
tempt to protect US oil compan- 
ies bidding for Chinas offshore 
oil, the Reagan Administration 
has made diplomatic contacts Over 
the past six weeks to ensure that 
the biddqing process is being con- 
ducted fairly. 

Administration officials had 


expressed concern that Japan Was
